A, armchair found 


by Baltimore antiques 
dealer Eugene Canton in 
1993 poses problems for 
the connoisseur of nine- 
teenth-century American 
furniture (Figure 1). The 
high-backed frame with 
reverse-curved profile, 
klismos legs, angled 
braces, and giant scroll 
arms appears comical to 
most people, or at best, 
reminiscent of a bishop's 
cathedral. And why not? 
Gothic ornament imme- 
diately brings to mind 
ecclesiastical architecture, 
and for most modern 
Americans, church furni- 
ture is inappropriate for 
the home. 


Victorian furniture buffs are accustomed to having 
people reject their material, but they, too, would have 
questions about this odd chair. Their first question might 
be, when was it made? This is not moot. In American 
furniture lore, a grand distinction is drawn between Gothic 
Revival (before 1860) and Reform or Eastlake Gothic (af- 
ter 1860). Anything smacking of the Eastlake style is 
deemed less interesting, less valuable, and (probably) made 
with the use of machinery. That some Gothic Revival fur-

niture was shoddy and 
made with machinery and 
some Reform Gothic fur- 
niture was custom-made 
doesn’t impact this basic 
prejudice much. The ma- 
chinery aspect is pertinent 
here because of the molded 
outer edges of the frame. 
Were they carved with 
hand-held tools? After all, 
an entire genre of cheap 
furniture dating from 
1875 to 1900 was orna- 
mented with cove mold- 
ings on the edges run with 
routers. 


In this case, the mold- 
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os ings seem to have the 
slight divagations and 
fudging characteristic of 
carving executed with 
hand-held tools. What else could help in dating the chair? 
When present owners purchased it, the frame was covered 
in cheap cotton velvet. The seat was stuffed with foam 
rubber in an advanced state of decay. The plump back gave 
no indication of what the original treatment might have 
been. The writer nevertheless decided to open up the out- 
side back on the slight chance that the original upholstery 
of the back might have survived. Under the later covers, 


he found the original linen sackcloth with systematic knots 


that are the index feature of diamond tufting. It became 
apparent that thick handfuls of cotton wadding had been 
shoved into the indentations of the tufting on the front to 
eliminate it. But the foundation survived underneath (Fig- 
ures 2 and 3). 


The key element is that the sackcloth of the uphol- 
stery foundation is made of linen. Linen went out of use 
for the sackcloth, webbing, and uppermost textile layers 
of upholstery after about 1860, when jute and cotton came 
into favor. This is another important indicator that the 
chair dates before that time. The secondary wood of which 
the removable back frame for the upholstery is made is 
tulip poplar, a wood more characteristic of New York and 
Pennsylvania furniture (although it does appear in some 
New England work). So a good guess for a date might be 
1850-1860, and for origins, perhaps Philadelphia or 
Baltimore. 


The peculiar wings on the chair, here pierced by the 
same quatrefoils seen in the crest and arms, are a type 
known in France as oreilles. Such wings are not found in 
most Anglo-American furniture, but they are quite com- 
mon in French and German designs dating from 1500 to 
the present. The writer naturally began to wonder if this 
chair was designed and made by one of the hundreds of 
Continental cabinetmakers working in major American 
cities throughout the nineteenth century. Believe it or not, 
the best furniture ever made in America was produced by 
Victorian cabinetmakers trained in Europe who worked 
in New York, Philadelphia, and some Midwestern cities 
between 1860-1890. These entrepreneurs were aware not 
only of English sources but of the latest French and Ger- 
man designs, and their wealthy clients were primed to 
have an interest in Continental by numerous publications

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about international exhibitions. A home-grown source for 
the small wings seen on the armchair in question resided 
in Pennsylvania-German easy chairs that seem to have 
originated in the cabinet making shops of Moravian settle- 
ments in Bethlehem and Lititz as well as the famed satel- 
lite communities at Wachovia, Betharaba, and Salem in 
North Carolina. 


This speculation is partially resolved by examining 
what seems to be the direct English design source for the 
chair, two plates from John Gibbs’ Designs for Gothic Orna- 
ments G Furniture, After the Ancient Manner (London, 1853) 
(Figures 4 and 5). This obscure publication includes only 
a few furniture plates, along with a host of designs for 
church fixtures. The implication is quite strong that the 
chair designs were intended for bishop’s thrones in 
churches, but that need not preclude their having been 
exploited for domestic seating. Despite the claim in the 
title that the chairs were based on period objects, the de- 
signs are quite eccentric. Clearly some reference was made 
to depictions of papal thrones in Renaissance portraits, as 
suggested by the extravagant upholstery treatments. Just 
as clearly Gibbs was toying with the basic curule chair 
type and elaborated the X-frames into a fore-and aft-for- 
mat with picturesque jogs reminiscent of the windbraces 
in roof trusses. In this he had abundant models in the se- 
vere designs introduced by Augustus Welby Northmore 
Pugin in the late 1830s and early 1840s, but Gibbs obvi- 
ously had a capricious streak, or, more charitably, he was 
also aware of Mannerist designs of the Strasburg school of 
the 1590s. The egregious human heads peeking from the 
rear posts of one design certainly bear a strong resemblance 
to the prints of Wendel Dietterlin. 


Most interesting is the second of the Gibbs plates 
showing an alternate treatment for the rear posts of an 
armchair. These might reflect the vegetable finials seen 
on the choir stalls, but they owe a great deal to the basic 
shape of a bishop’s crozier, and it is not too far-fetched to 
interpret the detail as a visual pun. Not much doubt ex- 
ists that this is the direct source for the American chair.

As luck would have it, a second American armchair 
derived from the Gibbs plates recently came to light. It 
was found in the trash outside of a prominent Philadel- 
phia Roman Catholic church built in the 1850s (Figure 
6). This chair drew upon one of the profile views, but 
conflated the design with the classic campeche chair known 
in Victorian times as a “Spanish chair”. The turned posts 
with multiple ring turnings have a distinctly Egyptian 
flavor, and this is not inconsistent with many Philadel- 
phia furniture forms dating from the 1820s onward. The 
ultimate source for all furniture synthesizing Roman, 
Greek, Egyptian, and Gothic elements is George Smith’s 
remarkable Cabinet-Maker and Upholsterer’s Guide (Lon- 
don, 1826), the bible of Philadelphia furnituremakers. An- 
thony Quervelle and other prominent cabinetmakers used 
Smith throughout the 1830s, but Smith’s book remained 
in use until the 1860s. Despite Smith’s omnipresence as a 
source, no exact published design for the multiple plump 
reels is known, but it seems likely that this detailing was

transposed from a popular form of French turned foot found 
on many New York, Philadelphia, Baltimore, and New 
Orleans armoires or wardrobes during the Empire period. 


The upshot of these two chairs and their relationship 
to the Gibbs designs is that the American cabinetmakers 
were quite inventive in how they exploited the design, 
avoiding the more preposterous passages and adding de- 
tailing from their own experience. As more and more mid- 
nineteenth-century American furniture receives scholarly 
attention, the complexity of the design resources employed 
and surprising results will lead to a far more detailed, not 
to say nuanced appreciation of the turmoil generated by 
new wealth, a diverse and capable labor pool, and strong 
impulses to explore Continental designs.

Th. textile collection of the American Decorative Art Department is noted for its superb New En- 
gland samplers and needlework. Over 350 examples span the seventeenth through twentieth centuries 
and feature many extraordinary pieces of textile art. During the Twenty-third Annual Antiques Show, 
the Museum is pleased to present a selection of samplers. This is a special opportunity for you to enjoy 
these remarkable objects. As the samplers are fragile, for reasons of preservation and conservation they 
are seldom on permanent display. 


The Sally Rust sampler of 1788, acquired earlier this year with funds donated anonymously, is included 
in the exhibit. It appears on the cover of this catalogue. The sampler is made of silk embroidery on linen 
and is mounted in its original frame. Its maker, Sally Rust (1776-1842), was the tenth child of Salem 
cabinetmaker, Henry Rust (1737-1812) and his wife Lydia Janes (1740-1808). 


Sally attended the Sarah Stivours school in Salem, which operated from 1778 to 1794. The school was 
noted for its distinctive samplers. Bold floral motifs and human figures set in abstracted pastoral land- 
scapes were worked in long stitches with crinkled silk floss. Four samplers worked at this school, in- 
cluding this one by Sally Rust, have the teacher’s name at the end of the verse. Sarah Stivours is the 
earliest American teacher to have her name appear on a student’s work. 


In 1801 Sally Rust married John Daland (1767-1842) of Salem as his third wife. The Museum owns a 
silver pitcher made by Boston silversmith Joseph Foster for Sally at the time of her marriage. Sally 
become the step-mother of John Tucker Daland, whose home at 132 Essex Street is now owned by the 
Peabody Essex Museum and houses the Phillips Library. 


Samplers played a significant role in the education of young girls in America. The rows of letters and 
numbers taught plain sewing and marking techniques, used in producing household textiles and cloth- 
ing. The colorful borders provided training in ornamental stitchery. In some cases, it was the only 
artistic instruction available to female students. 


In addition to the samplers and needlework, the American Decorative Arts collection includes other 
domestic textiles, costumes, and accessories. This fall, curatorial staff and volunteers are working with 
noted American costume historian, Nancy Rexford, to survey and assess the costume collection and 
develop themes and ideas for future exhibitions and public programs. We eagerly anticipate the new 
role American textiles will play in the Museum, helping tell our country’s story. €
